How Women Voteian Wyoming.

CaEryvENne, Wy. T., Oct. 20. 

In Wyoming elections, as is well 
known, the women are a power which 
canvot be ignored. When the occa- 
sion seems to require it, the better sort 
of ludies go to the polls as well as the 
ignvrant and vicious. 

From my own observation I should 
say that the woman voter, while less 
familiar with character and party 
principles, is more Conscientious, in- 
depeudent and iustinctively right than 
the male voter. They scratch their 
tickets a good deal. 

At the polis there is nothing objec- 
tionable to the lady voter. The law 
requires a cleared space of fifteen feet 
square in front of the ballot box. The 
uimost quiet prevails, and when alad 
walks up to deposit her ballot she 
meets nothing but deference and po- 
liteness from officials and. spectatois, 
Usually they ride up to the polling 
places in carriages provided by the 
party managers.

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NEVADA'S INSANE. 


ee _) 


What to do with our insane is a 
Question that is pow~ being generally 


| discussed by the newspapers of this 


State. The question is important, in- 
volving an expenditure of between 
$4,000 and $5,000 per, month out of 
the narrow revenues of Nevada. 

The Gazette published on the 13th 
inst. a lengthy communication on 
shis subject. The Gazerre called at- 
tention to it at the time, as expressive 
of its own views in the matter, It 
appears that Nevada now has about 
150 insane patients under the care of 
Langdon & Clark at Stockton. They 
are maintained at an expense to this 
State of $1 per day, under the terms 
of a contract which expires next 
year. It is stated that the cost 
of keeping California’s insane 
in the Stockton asylum amounts to 
only 44 cents per head. It costs this 
State for the conveyance of an insane 
patient to Stockton, and the fees of 
the accompanying officer, about $75. 
The proposition tov have our insane 
cared for in some institution within 
the State is meeting with favorable 
attention. The suggestion to turn 
the State University at Elko into an 
insane asylum is open to many objec- 
tions. Itis important that the State 
maintain ils University, for which it 
has a special grant from the Govert- 
ment. The expense of making the 
necessary changes in the building 
would be large. The Times-Review 
estimates them at $50,000. There is 
no necessity for abandoting the State 
University. It may yet develop into 
great usefulness. 

There is no necessity for the State 
to erect an asylum. There is in Reno 
an excellent site for an insane asylum, 
on the ground selected and improved 
for a new State Prison. The Gazetrre 
is informed that responsible parties 
stand ready to erect suitable buildings 
on that site (provided the State will 
grant the use of it for the purpose), 
jand to therein maintain the State’s 
ineane at a less expense than under 
the present arrangement with Lang- 
don & Clark. The location would be 
central,and convenient of access from 
other parts of the State. The friends 
and relations of patients could visit 
them at a very small expense com- 
pared to the cost of a trip to Stock- 
ton, and the State Board of Commis- 
sioners would be enabled to frequent- 
ly inspect the institution, and to see 
that the patients were ‘properly cared 
for. 
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AMENDMENTS TO THE FISH LAW. 


A correspondent of the Carson Ap- 
peal directs attention to the necessity 
of several reforms in the fish laws. 
One is—what has often been advocat- 
ed in the GazeTtrE—that the owners of 
irrigation ditches shonld be required 
to put wire screens at the bead of their 
ditches to prevent fish fry from get- 
ting in. Many thousands of little fish 
annually perish in the ditches. The 
Appeal correspondent favors changing 
the present law so as to make the fish 
ing season commence April Ist and 
close November 1st,, as in California. 
The present law in this State makes 
the close season commence April 20. 
This prohibits the people living along 
the Truckee river in Nevada from 
catching trout at the very time’ when 
the iish are the most numerous. It 
protects the fish from capture until 
they get over the State line where Cal- 
ifornians can take them all summer. 
The trout in the Truckee do not spawn 
in this State, but in California, at the 
headwaters of the Truckee river, or in 
Lake Tahoe. 


The Buffalo Courier points out that 
‘tin the highly improbable contingen- 
cy that for reasons not yet apparent 
Congress in the electoral count should 
‘throw out’ New York State, such ac- 
tion would not elect Hancock nor de- 
feat Garfield. It could not throw the 
election into the House of Represen- 
tatives. The State would be ‘thrown 
out’? only on the ground that it has 
not legally appointed electors, It 
would then appear that no more than 
334 electors were appointed, and con- 
sequently no more than 168 electoral 
votes would be necessary for a choice, 
Gartield would retain more than that 
number if the electoral vote of New 
York were rejected, and, consequently, 
his election would be assured in any 
event.”

NEw York, Nov. 13. 

Judge Davis this morning rendered 
an elaborate decision in the case of 
Philp. The accu-ed is charged with 
two offenses. First, that he wrote a 
-o-called letter, counterfeiting the 
signature of Garfield thereto, and sec- 
ond, that, after Garfield made a pub- 
lic denial of haviog written sucha 
letter, the accused wrote an editorial 
and asserted Gen. Gortield was a liar 
in denying the authorship of it. It is 
apparent, his Honor says, tuat no such 
person as Henry L. Morey existed at 
Lynpv, Mass. The letter ‘8 unques- 
tionably a forgery and not in in the 
handwriting of Ga field. The ques- 
tion of the guilt or innocence of Philp 
must be left to a jury to determine, 
The defendant is held to answer on a 
charge of criminal libel, and must be 
committed or give bail.

Judge Davis, in his decision on the 
Philp case, reflects very strongly upoo 
Hewett and the Dem» cratic National 
Committee for their connection with 
the affair, which he holds to be of the 
most suspicious character, and strong- 
ly intimates that they allowed them- 
selves to become knowingly the puar- 
ties to a National crime.

Di-patches tv the latest editions of 
the morving papers iadicate that the 
fire in the St.Peter’s Asylum was not so 
Only one 
wing of the building was destroyed. 
The whole structure, which was ten 
years in course of erection, was only 
finished three years ago, at a cost of 


over half a million doilars. The loss 


by the tire will be from $100,000 to 
$150,000, on which there is no insur- 
ance, the State having neglected this 
precaution, The origin of the fire is 
unknown, though it is located in the 


ports of loss of life are indefinite and 
conflicting. Different rumors place 
the number of victims from two or 
three to fifty, but no bodies have been 
tound, and-no one is surely identified 
as misgivg. The Superintendent or- 
dered the release of all patients as 
soon as the danger became imminent, 
and it is probable that in the confu- 
sion of the night some were over!ook- 
ed and burned. This probability is 
increased by the fact that some rooins 
quickly filled with smoxe snd could 
net be entered by rescuers. There 
were 656 patients in the hospital last 
year. The inmates were cared for last 
night by the citizens. Some provis- 
ion will be made for them to-day by 
the State authoritics. 
FURTHER DETAILS. 

A later dispatch says: All is terror 
and excitement to get a complete list 
of those killed and hurt. Thisis not 
possible. Dr. Bartlett, of the Asylum, 
says there are uot wore than twenty 
lives lost, and probably as many more 
hurt and suffering from the bitter cold 
of last night. Indeed more people 
are believed to be hurt and dying from 
exposure to the weather than from 
burns. Others say as many as twenty 
insane people either perished in the 
flames or died on the cold hills during 
the night. So many of them have dis- 
appeared that it cannot be told whe 
are dead who have run away. The 
suffering has beso terrible, and no pen 
can describe it or human mind real- 
ize it. Hendreds of patients are 
helpless as children. The damage to

Evidence, 


The Most Important Divorce Suit Ever 
Brought in Nevada—A Leading Case 
in the Law Annals of the State— 
Half a Million Dollars Involved— 
The History of the Case-Leg il Poin‘s 
for Decision, 


The suit of Jane Lake vs.. M. C. 
Lake, an action for divorce en the 
ground of extreme cruelty, will be set 
down asa leading case in Nevada, 
and is likely to be _ frequent- 
ly referred to in the Courts of 
other States. The case is important 
from the large amount of property in- 
volved, estimated at from $400,000 to 
$500,000, which must be divided be- 
tween the parties should a divorce be 
the result of theaction. From a legal 
poiot of view the action is interesting, 
because of some nice points of haw in- 
volved, From the fact that both the 
parties to the suit are among the old- 
est residents of Reno, and that the 
possession of considerable money has 
given M. C. Lake a certain importance 
in this community, the trial has been 
ef much. social interest in this 
section. 

The questions given below were ask- 
ed the jury in writing, by the Court. 
They embrace all the material allega- 
tions made in the plaintiff's complaint. 
The questions and answers together 
constitute the findingsfof the jury, and 
may be held to settle the facts in the 
case. Upon these findings the Court 
will render its decision upon princi- 
ples of law. 

The history of the case, in brief, is 
that, for causes set forth below, Mrs. 
Lake threatened a suit for divorce in 

7 An agreement was 


sented to pay her $100 per month as 
pin money. The action was not begun, 
and the parties continued to live to- 
gether until December, ’79, when for 
cause stated below the wife separated 
from the husband. Thelady at once 
retained Hon. C. 8. Varian, and an 
action for divorce was immediately 
begun, The case first came up in the 
District Court during the January 
term of the present year, on a motion 
for alimony aod suit money. General 
R. M. Clarke appeared for the defend- 
ant. The Court ordered the defend- 
ant to pay plaintiff alimony of $125 


per month to the allowance made her 
by the agreement of 1876. Court also 
ordered him to pay $500 tothe plaint- 
ift towards defraying her legal ex- 
penses. During the present term of 
court the action came up for trial on 
the main issue. <A jury was impanel- 
ed with considerable difficulty and sat 
fourtcen days listening tothe evidence 
and arguments.

But acts of cruelty, committed after 
such condonation, are held in law to 
revive the original offences. Condo- 
nation is held to be conditional upon 
subsequent good behavior and conjugal 
<indness. The principal point for 
the decision of the Court appears to 
be whether the act of cruel’y which 
induced the plaintiff to leave the de- 
fendant in Dec., "79, was of a nature to 
revive the original offences of which 
defendant has been found to have 
been guilty. Learned connsel for the 
defendant helds, and with con-ider- 
able show of reason and weight of 
authority, that to revive condoned 
acts of cruelty there must be commit- 
ted an act of cruelty of the same kind 
as those which have condoned. 
Learned counsel for the defendant 
inaintain that *the act of cruelty of 
Dec., ‘79, being merely words Cuusiong 
mental suffering, was not of the 
nature and kind ef those previously 
committed and condoned, which were 
acts of physical violence. There may

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The Cold Wave 


The cold wave which has stayed 
with us in Reno for the past ten days 
has also been felt in the Sacramento 
valley. In Sacramento the cold has 
been the most severe experienced 


since 1872. The temperature in the 
city fell on Sunday night to 30°, 2 be- 
low freezing point. Ice formed in 
exposed places and plants were badly 
frost-bitten.. The Sacramentans have 
been going about muffled up, after the 
fashion of peorle in the east at this 
season. It has also been unusually 
cold for the season at Truckee. _ The 
mercury there was down to 1d at 7 A. 
mM. Monday, and at the same hour on 
Saturday last it marked only 4 above 
zero. With a few exceptions, the 
weather reports of Calitornia for yes- 
terday morning showed a lower tem- 
erature in the valleys than on the 
ountains,

SUSANVILLE NEWS. 


Honey Lake Fruit--The Nevada and 
Oregon Railroad--Taking Stock in 
Susanville--The Weather, Politics, 
etc. 


SUSANVILLE, Nov. 15. 

Editor Gazette:—The fruit crop has 
been harvested. It was very heavy. 
Here in Su-anville nearly 5,000 boxes, 
holding fifty pounds each, have been 
picked. Large quantitics have been 
made into cider. Two tin shops were 
kept busy for two months making 
cans to put up peaches, plums, etc. 
Choice varieties of fruit are selling at 
2c a pound boxed, which for size and 
flavor are unsurpassed by any on the 
coast, 

The weather for a few days has been 
unusually cold, causing overcoats to 
be brought into use. Great heaps’ of 
wood are piled up for the coming 
winter. Over 5,000 cords have been 
hauled in and around Susanville the 
summer. 


The railroad from Reno North is 
the all-absorbing topic here at present. 
Speculutions are rife as to the course 
it will follow. Stock has been ta- 
ken here to the amount of about 300 
shares, aud still the subscirption goes 
on. The terms are very easy, and 
there is nothing,to lose, as the com. 
pauy proposes to lay the track from 
Reno to Susanville, and when the 
road is completed to this place the 
shareholders will pay 25 per cent. of 
the amount subscribed, and 10 per 
cent. monthly until the stock is paid 
up, of pay it all at once, at the option 
of the holder of the stock. The road 
will undoubtedly be put through here, 
for it would tap a belt of timber that 
is 75}miles in width, and for quality is 
unsurpassed in the States, besides 
opening up other resources that to- 
day are dormart, only awaiting capital 
and labor to bring them out of their 
sleep. 

There is a rumor afloat that the 
Lassen Advocate will change hands 
shortly. Mr. Hayden, formerly of the 
GAZETTE, is talked of as the purchas- 
er. 
The election is over, and the quiet 
of former days now reigns supreme.

GRIZZLY DAVIS. 


The Only Man That Ever Scared Old 
Club-foot Brin. 


A GazerTre reporter, happening to 
be in Sierraville recently, sought an 
interview with George Davis, better 
known as “Grizzly Davis.” He 
found the brave old bear fighter split- 
ting and piling up wvod in order to 
have it good and dry for his custom- 
ers. He is a native of Virginia, 73 
years old, ana is quite gray, but not 
bald. He wears a heavy moustache 
and full beard. He says he hunts no 
longer. His feet are giving out. on 
him and he cannot walk over the 
mountains. ‘‘Grizzly” has probably 
killed as many bears as any man liv- 
ing. He was raised in a bear country 
in Virginia, and with his dog he 
hunted black bear when a mere boy, 
and killed a plenty. He came to Cal- 
ifornia in an early day and has always 
been a famous bear killer, He has 
no idea of how many he has killed, 
but at one time he had 11 headsnailed 
to his front fence at Roscoe Ranche 


on the old Henness Pass road. Davis 
got old Club-foot in an iron trap in 
1863. He dragged the trap around a 
young tamarack tree and tore the jaws 
out of it.glt was a bio strong machine, 
with strong iron jaws 14 inches wide 
when open, The old bear came every 
night tv feed off oxen and horses that 
c1ed out of passing freight teams. He 
hurt his paw considerably and Davis 
followed him througi: the snow by his 
bioody tracks. Hecame up to him. 
as he stood in some chapparel and let 
him have a charge of shot from his 
long ducking gun. He hit him in the 
sh >ulder, and the old fel!ow fell, but 
got up and started off, falling twice 
more. Next day he was tracked 
nearly to Lake Tahoe. ‘The year fol- 
lowing Davis got him in a trap again, 
but he shook it offand broke. That 
sane summer he put his foot ia Davis’ 
trap, but it caught his toe only. He 
pulled the toe off rather than be taken 
and thus gained the name of Club- 
foot. Old Brin’s track measured. 1f 
by 14 inches. Davis says the biggest 
bear he ever killed made a track 6 

10 inches. It dressed over 700 poun 
aud must, have weighed a thousand 
when alive. He thinks~Brin would 
certainly weigh 1500 pounds when he 
saw him last. He got very yray, near- 
ly white, at the last. The bear spok- 
en of above was a female, and was 
old Brin’s mate. They were always 
near together. After he lost her 

Brio refused all sympathy or eonsol ~ | 
tion, and was never seen fo associate. 
with any of his kind again, ae 
sitisfied that old Brin is dead. No 
one has seen him since John Fiecken- 
stein, of Sardine valley, in 1874. On- 
ly bar room bear huaters claim to 
have seen him sinée that time.
